Tyler, Mr. Gardiner and 
Harry Beekman become heirs at law, 
and assuch are entitled respectively to 
one-third of the value of the property, 
which is estimated to be worth $115,000. 
The decision, however, cannot be re- 
garded as final, as the case is to be ar- 
gued before the supreme court by Mr. 
E-varts. An effort will be made then to 
have the verdict set aside.

States, by the people or the Legislature, 
though the universally acknowledged 
superior in ability and knowledge of 
most or all other men in the State, of 
blameless character and known integrity, 
no violent partizan, with few personal 
enemies, generous, charitable and amia- 
ble, if he had seen fit to say beforehand, 
to those who were to elect, such words as 
these: ‘‘T will serve the State in the 
Senate, if | should be selected. But I 
am not a candidate for the place, nor 
will | make the least effort to obtain it, 
nor do I desire it. | willaccept it only 
because I should not feel at liberty to re- 
fuse to serve the Commonwealth im any 
position which it imight me. 
will stand upon no platform and give no 
pledges. My past life and conduct and 
my known principles must suffice as 
pledges. My political principles have 
been adopted upom reflection and consid- 
eration, and I do not agree on all points 
with any party, nor will I agree to vote 
with any, except so far as I approve of 
the particular me:isure proposed by it, or 
agree with it in disapproval. 1 will not 
even sgy that I miay not in some respects 
change my opiiiions; since I do not 
assume to be infallible. I will not say 
in detail what my principles are, 
lest you should construe that as a 
pledge. If you ‘undertake to instruct 
me to vote for or against a particular 
measure, I will mot obey nor will I re- 
sign. I will regard your instruction as 
the mere expression of your opinion. 
That will lead me to re-examine the 
question more carefully, and I will then 
vote as I think right. I agree to accept 
the place, because [ think I am capable 
of performing the duties of Senator, and 
not to be instructed whattodo, More- 
over, I will not reward any man who 
yotes for me, by procuring his appoint- 
ment to office. If an office is vacant, or 
filled by an unfaithful and incompetent 
public servant, and it can properly be 
given to any of my constitutnts, I will 
select and recommend some one whom 
I know to be competent and honest; 
and if he voted against me, that will 
constitute no objection to him on my 
part. Nor will I neglect my proper 
official duties to serve private interests 
in any way, nor cousider, myself under 


may please to give me his vote. As to 
the President and Administration, I 
will support them so far as I think them 
in the right, and no further; and I will 
take no part whatever in any political! 
arrangements that may be set on foot 
while I am in office, in regard to the 
election of any officer whatever.’’ 

And yet we sincerely think that no 
man bas ever been greatly honored by a 
seat tn the Senate, who has obtained that 
seat op terms materially variant from 
these. We do not think that any man 
of capacity and knowledge, conscious of 
his own value, and knowing that he can

The Senate originally sat with closed 
doors, and its dcbates weresecret. Then 
there were no applauses and clappings of 
hands by negroes in the galleries, as at 
the theatres, and all the weaknesses of 
the Senatorial intellect were not exposed 
to the public view. The nakedness of the 
Senate was not uncovered. ‘his was 
when WASHINGTON read, in person, his 
avnual addresses to the Senate and 
House, and affected somewhat of the 
state and ceremony befitting the First 
Magistrate of a People, who felt that he 
honoured the place as much as it hon- 
oured him. Then, too, a Judge did no 
sit on the bench with a pipe or cigar in 
his mouth, deshabil/ce, and his legs on a 
table in front of him; and the President 
gave audience to no vagabonds. 

But as WASHINGTON grew unpopular 
and incurred the virtuous indignation of 
the Press, and the secret hostility of 
JEFFERSON; and the sane-culottism of 
France seemed preferable to the Consti- 
tutional decencies of England, 
practices came to be deemed too much 


at variance with the simplicity of 
Republicanism, which was even 
alarmed at the Order of the Cin- 
cinnati. Like the judicial robes, and 


Senatorial independence and honesty 
in office, they were anti-Demorratic. 
Therefore they were discarded by the suc- 
cessors of WASHINGTON. In secret de- 


ator might expres« duubts, seek informa- 
tion, permit himeelf to 
and change his opinion. That was an 
evil. He might, sometimes, even differ 


tions. That wasacrime. He might even 
dare to say or do what, if known, would 
be unpopular. That was a folly. Open 
the doors, therefore, and let all the 
world hear. Wear the mask, Senators! 
Rehearse your parts, and then come into 
the Senate and play them! Let each 
Senator be responsible to the perop/e for 
his ‘ views’ expressed in debate, that his 
votes may be misrepresented, and he be 
punished for his best acts. 

Accordingly, to popularize the Senate, 
and anvihilate, if pessible, all independ- 
ence of thought and action, the doors 
were soon opened and the debates held 
in public. Still, as the Senators were 
not directly elected by the people, that 
body had vitality enough to resist for 
many years the effect of the poison thus 
and in other modes administered ; and 
until a comparatively late day, its de- 
bates were characterized by propriety 
and decency, while in point of talents 
and information and genurine eloquence, 
it compared favorably with any House 
of Peers or Upper Chamber in the world. 
The increase of new States was not until 
recently eo rapid as to flood the Senate 
with incompetents ; and we all look back 
with sad regret to the days when the 
three greatest of the great, with Pres- 
TON, Rives, Forsyru, PoInDEXTER, 
WrGut, HAYNE, RANDOLPH, DALLAs, 
McDvurrie£, BELL, EVANS, and men like 
these spoke there to a listening nation. 
If Mr. BENTON, the most pompous and 
inflated of reaily able men, violated the 
proprieties of debate, the country ap- 
proved the stinging rebuke administered 
by WerEBSTER; and even at a 
later day, when ALLEN, of Ohio, 
practised in the Senate the manners of 
the bar-room, there was found a ‘CritT- 
TENDEN to flay him alive, and hurl him 
into a depth of oblivion from which he 
never after emerged. The Senate pre- 
served its dignity and self-respect, not- 
withstanding the expunging resolutions, 
longer than the Executive Department 
or the House of Representatives. It is 
true thatthe habit of much speaking 
grew upon it, and that its most tiresome 
members, as is usual, were the most fre- 
quently on their legs. This disease 
gained head while the Presidential Mes- 
sages were degenerating into those gin- 
gular compounds of piety, disingenuous- 
ness, verbose argumentation, appeals to 
popular whims, defences of the worst 
measures, and insincerities, whereof 
there is no prototype among State papers 
elsewhere: and the natural consequence 
has followed, that most of the later 
Senatorial speeches, harangues and 
essays, and most of the later Presidential 
messages are long ago dead and forgot- 
ten. 

Asif the decay of the Senate was too 
slow, the devilish device was at length 
resurted to, of taking down and publish- 
ing every word uttered there, even the 
most insignificant or unworthy of the 
place. Speeches of immense length, 
printed at the expense of the Govern- 
ment, in that cemetery of reputations 
and sink of oblivion, the Congressional 
Globe, and carried by the mails in huge 
volumes, free of charge, flooded the 
country. The Senate still retained 
much of its ancient order and quiet, es- 
pecially as contrasted with the beastly 
disorder of the House ef Representa- 
tives; but the habits of the House be- 
gan to find their way into it, under the 
auspices, in particular, of the Northwest: 
crimination and re-crimination were 
heard there, and Senators were inde- 
cently catechised on the floor as 
to their opinions and their utter.

NO BLACK MAIL. 

It may be remembered that we some 
time since copied, asa matter of public 
interest, an article from a city paper, 
containing positive charges of black 
mailing and division of stolen property 
on the part of the city Police. 

We were not aware that the grand 
jury of the Criminal Court had inquired 
into that matter, until yesterday, when 
we were putin possession of the report 
of that body, made on the 27th of April.

* POLICE COMMISSIONERS, 

The action of the police commission- 
ers, and the force under their coutrol, in 
the matter of levying black mail upon 
keepers of gambling houses and houses 
of ill-fame, received long, patient and 
thorqpggh investigation, but there was 
not found ground sufficient to sus- 
tain presentment for anything preju- 
dicial to public safety, er to af-
